PETTIS COUNTY ALWAYS LEADS 


London, July 17.—“Torpedoes, fired 


by a German submarine, caused the 
loss of the steamship Lusitania, and 
also the lives of hundreds of passen­ 
gers on board,” was the finding of the 
court of inquiry wtoich had been in­ 
vestigating the affair. 
No blame is 
attached to Captain Turner, captain 
of the lost vessel, nor to the owner, 
the Cunard line. 
“After having carefully inquired in­ 
to the circumstances,” says the re­ 
port, the court finds the loss of the 
steam er due to the 
of a 
torpedo, fired by a German submarine. 
The act was done not merely for the 
purpose of sinking the ship, but also 
to sacrifice the lives of 
the 
pas­ 
sengers on board.” 
Other features of the 
report were 
that the life saving apa rn ins of the 
ship war adequate, the demeanor of 
the crew was above blame, and that 
the action of the passengers, follow­ 
ing the explosion, outside of a slight 
panic, was praiseworthy. 
The court also found that the ship 
was unarmed, and that the cargo was 
a general one. 
The ammunition on 
board consisted of 5,000 cases of car­ 
tridges, which did not explode with 
the sinking of the ship.

EVACUATE OF MEXICO CITY 


(By Dr. Elmer J. Johnston, Deputy 
• State Veterinarian, in Co-Operation 
With the United States Hog Chol­ 
era Station.) 


A few more words concerning the 


situation that exists in Sedalia at the 
present time relative to hog cholera 
I believe will help to get the correct 
idea of our endeavors implanted in 
the minds of the people. 
As I have 
before stated, our work bere is aimed 
along the line of construction, not de­ 
struction. 
We 
are 
endeavoring to 
spend the People’s money 
for 
the 
profit to them, and in so doing can 
not recommend those 
things 
which 
will not stand investigation. 
It is very gratifying to me to tell 
the people of Sedalia that since the 
last article was published, in which I 
said that there was very little atten­ 
tion being given to our recommenda­ 
tions, things have changed; there is 
"something doing.” While we are be­ 
ing condemned on many sides by the 
fellow who wants to take “gamblers’ 
chances” with his stock, 
and 
cares 
nothing about the menace he may be 
to the commnnity, yet, on the other 
hand, the spirit of good citizenship 
prevails, for the majority of the citi­ 
zens of Sedalia who are affected are 
“seeing the light,” and during the last 
week 
the 
local 
veterinarians have 
been treating many animals 
in 
all 
parts of the city. 
As our work here must be largely 
educational it is the primary intent 
to evolve the correct method, let the 
people know it, and then it is up to 
them to put it into practical operation. 
Other counties in the state would be 
glad to have a station, but the best 
they can get is the fruit from the ex­ 
perience we gain here . These people 
are, in a large measure, watching our 
movements, and profiting thereby. 
What we ask today of tim people 
of Sedalia and 
Pettis 
county 
may 
best be expressed-by using the words 
of Al G. Field, “Let’s watch ourselves 
go by.” 
We have heard the story of 
“the good citizen,” “the bad citizen” 
and “the law-abiding 
citizen,” 
and 
have heard the Golden Rule quoted. 
In order to illustrate our point more 
clearly we will detail facts th a t have 
occurred since the publishing of our 
last letter. 
A young man traded for three hogs 
here in town and took them to the 
country, wrhere more pigs were kept. 
They were left there for a week, and 
then were transferred to another farm 
seventeen miles away w'here a large 
herd was maintained. 
In about ten days the first farm 
developed cholera. 
W e w*ere called, 
and 
when 
informed of the circum­ 
stances 
immediately 
suspected 
the 
source of trouble. It was later proved 
that these three hogs were recover­ 
ing from cholera, but still carrying 
the infection. 
We immediately went to farm No. 
2, located the hogs in question and 
quarantined the farm, so as to pre­ 
vent further distribution of the dis­ 
ease. 
Results: 
The first man lost 
six pigs, and the balance of the herd 
depreciated in flesh and value from 
sickness. 
T he second lost about fif­ 
teen head, with several more to go, 
and depreciation in the balance of the 
herd; and last, but not least, the ex­ 
pense of serum, salary, livery, etc., to 
this station, a loss of many dollars 
and great risk to the neighborhoods 
where the disease now' exists because 
three pigs from town went visiting. 
All of this could have been prevent­ 
ed by the expenditure of a dollar or 
so at the proper time. 
This is only 
one of the many such incidents, and 
I mention it because it is fresh and 
happening now. 
We are asking you 
to prevent this, both for yourself and 
your neighbor. 
It is unfair, and does 
it require a law to get people to bene­ 
fit themselves?

‘PESKY’ MOSQUITO 


T H E Y ARE CARRIERS OF M ALA­ 
RIAL FEVER, ACCORDING TO 
DR. M. P. RAVENEL.

Mosquito Always Lays Its Eggs 
Stagnant W ater— There Hatch 
and 
Produce 
the 
Well- 
Known Wigglers.

Columbia, Mo., July 19.—“In addi­ 
tion to being pests, many insects are 


carriers of disease,” said Dr. M. P. 


Ravenel, professor of bacteriology and 


preventive medicine at the University 


of Missouri. 


“Some 
insects, 
such as the ordi­ 
nary house fly, act mechanically as 
filth carriers,” continued Dr. Ravenel. 
“Other insects act like a syringe, me­ 
chanically drawing blood from sick 
persons 
and 
injecting it into other 
persons, sick or well. 
This is also 
true for animals, among which heavy 
losses are often due to bites of in­ 
sects. 
Texas fever, which causes a 
loss to the farmers of the south and 
the cattle trade of at least $69,000,000 
per year is carried by a tick. 
“In man the most important dis­ 
ease conveyed by insects in Missouri 
is malarial fever. 
The germ, which 
belongs to the animal kingdom, is in 
the blood. 
The mosquito 
in 
biting 
draws the young parasites 
into 
its 
stomach, where they undergo a stage 
of development which requires about 
twelve days. 
During this time they 
multiply enormously and finally reach 
the salivary gland of the mosquito. 
Then the bite injects the germ into 
the person bitten, and infection takes 
place. 
“The breeding 
of 
the 
mosquito 
should be prevented. 
This insect al­ 
ways lays its eggs in stagnant water. 
These hatch and produce 
the 
well­ 
known wigglers*. 
W’here 
the 
w'ater 
cannot be drained, the surface of such 
pools should be covered with crude 
oil, which fills the breathing appara­ 
tus of the larvae and kills it by suf­ 
focation. 
“In rooms where sick ‘persons are 
kept all windows should be screened, 
or mosquito netting plated over the 
bed of the patient. The mosquito does 
not naturally harbor th e ‘disease, but 
must get the germs from a sick per­ 
son. 
“Those persons who are obliged to 
go into mosquito 
infected 
districts 
can protect themselves by the use of 
oils, such as the oil citronella and oil 
of pennyroyal, which are repulsive to 
the mosquitos. It is also well to take 
quinine, if the district is known to 
be infected with malaria. 
The aver­ 
age dose should be five grains each 
day, but a phvsiican should be con­ 
sulted as to the amount to be taken. 
Dr. Ravenel said malaria was very 
common a few years ago in Southeast­ 
ern Missouri, but that it had practi­ 
cally disappeared where 
the 
lands 
have been claimed for cultivation. 
“It is curious that people will do 
so much more for commercial pur­ 
poses 
than 
they 
will 
for 
public 
health,” said Dr. Ravenel.

That 
is an amazing, a demoralizing, a de­ 
grading doctrine. 
“On the other hand, I am utterly 
opposed to those 
who 
advocate a 
large standing 
army, and to those 
who advocate a navy equal to the two 
biggest navies in the world. I am not 
a jingo. God forbid! I hope most pro­ 
foundly there will never be another 
war—particularly 
another to which 
we are a party, but knowing that hu 
man nature has not changed a jot or

York, July 17.—'The British 
steamship Orduna, with 227 passen­ 
gers, twenty-one of whom were Amer­ 
ican citizens, was attacked by a Ger­ 
man submarine at 6 o’clock on the 
morning of July 9, while the ship was 
sixteen hours out of Liverpool. 
This announcement was made by 
Captain Thomas McComb Taylor, in 
charge of the vessel, and passengers, 
who arrived here today. 
According 
to the statement made by the captain, 
a torpedo was fired at the ship, but 
missed it by ten yards. 
Twenty minutes later a submarine 
arose from the water and for balfe an 
hour pursued 
the 
steamer, firing 
shells which passed over the heads 
of the passengers. 
Ten minutes before the attack a 
sail ship, with two American flags 
painted on its side, was seen ahead. 
Captain Taylor became suspicious 
and ordered the ship to slacken speed. 
The first warning given 
those

board the vessel was the streak of a 
torpedo, which missed the ship sev­ 
eral yards, going into the water and 
causing a small 
geyser-like 
water­ 
spout to rise into the air. 
The steward rushed through the 
cabins, arousing the passengers, who, 
with clothes hurriedly gathered to­ 
gether, rushed to the upper decks.

Character of the town to town. house 
to house struggle thai has been going 
on north of Arras is shown in nearly 
all its details by the experience of 
Carency. 
An insignificant hamlet of 
about 475 inhabitants before the war, 
this village will have the honors of 
history. 
It first came into the zone 
of operations when the German move­ 
ment toward 
the 
sea 
was 
finally' 
checked there. 
, 
The Bavarians, 
leaving 
Beaumont 
October I, secured a footing on the 
hills of Vimy and Lievin. the 4th they 
were at Carency, Giveney-en-Gohelle, 
Notre Dame de Loretto. Souchez and* 
\biain-Saint-Nazaire, 
all 
of 
which 
have since had the honors of frequent 
mention In the official communique. 
The French cavalry with the Moroc­ 
can 
Mounted 
Riflemen 
met 
them 
there and opposed further prolonga­ 
tion of the enemy’s front by the val­ 
leys of the Aul hie and the Canche, 
forcing them to fortify themselves on 
the Hills of Artois and in the coal 
fields around Lens, thus saving Bou­ 
logne, Calais and Dunkirk. 
The French took about half of the 
village of Carency 
the night of Oc­ 
tober 5, but w*ere slipped at the most 
considerable building of the tow*n, the 
Carency brewery, where the Germans 
made their final stand 
and 
where 
they maintained themselves all win­ 
ter. 
Its fall was the prelude to the 
I conquest of the surrounding hills. In 
I the meantime the physiognomy, not 
! only of the hamlet itself, but of the 
• surrounding 
country 
had 
been. so 
changed that it is almost impossible 
for those w'ho knewr it before the war 
to recognize it now. 
The owner of the brewery, an offi­ 
cer in the French artillery, w*as al­ 
ready at the front. His wife and chil­ 
dren. driven from their residence by 
the approaching German 
fire, 
took 
refuge there, but had scarcely estab 
lished themselves when the place be 
came the center of a violent conflict. 
While hand to hand fighting was go­ 
ing on in the gardens all around, at 
I o’clock in the morning, French sol­ 
diers hitched horses to a conveyance 
sent the family back of the lines and 
then with fixed bayonets returned to 
the assault of 
the 
brewery. 
They 
were unable to carry it, but succeed 
cd in organizing the 
position , with 
loop-holes through tile walls so as to 
hold the enemy in check. 
From that day the brewery and the 
other buildings on the French lines 
became 
tile 
target for the German 
throe and six-inch guns. As fast, how­ 
ever, as the shells reduced a building 
the French dug down and maintained 
themselves. 
Until the end of Novem­ 
ber the French remained in the gar­ 
ret of tile brewery, then were obliged 
to climb down to the second floor. In 
December the roof and 
garret 
fell 
into the cellar and New Year’s day 
saw nothing but two jagged walls re­ 
maining erect, from behind which the 
French continued their firev At Eas­ 
ter there remained but a fragment 
about two feet above the ground and 
the French fortress was now entirely 
dug into the earth. 
The part of the 
village held by the Germans had un 
dei gone the same transformation, and 
when the day came for the final as 
sault scarcely anything remained on 
cit lier side of the lines but heaps of 
stone and plaster. 
Partly mowed down, partly dug up 
at the roots, the hawthorne hedges 
around the houses and fields had lost 
their original lines. 
The shade trees, 
stripped, splintered and cut down by 
the constant fire. 
are 
nothing 
but 
stumps resembling battered and nib­ 
bled hitching posts. 
From October to 
May 
a 
soldier’s 
cap or a sapper’s 
shovel appearing above the surface of 
the earth or around the corner of a 
ruin became instantly a target for a 
volley 
of 
musketry or for machine 
gun fire. 
The soldiers w*ho had endured the 
tension of this situation 
for

months are said to have danced for 
pleasure on May 9 when the word

When young chicks show up with 
blisters, or something akin to blis­ 
ters, on the head and feet, one must 
take the locality in mind w'hen try­ 
ing to determine the ailment. 
If it is in a land w'here loco weed 
and its kindred grow, and the chicks 
run out in all manners of weather or 
limo of day. then tile must Lek around 
for the loco weed that is poisoning the 
chick's head and feet and blinding its 
eyes; but if in a land where this poi­ 
sonous plant is unknown, then but 
one other disease suggests as the rea­ 
son, and this Is chickenpox. 
For the loco poison the chicks must 
be kept away from it, especially when 
wet or damp, and the blister can be 
treated with peroxide of hydrogen, di­ 
luted half, followed by the application 
of a carbolized ointment. 
Again, should it prove chickenpox, 
the diseased chicks must be taken 
from the well and the quarters disin­ 
fected. 
Feed them heavily, stirring 
three or four grains of sulphur each 
day in their feed; treat the head and 
sore eyes with the remedy given for 
the sores of loco poison. If the blis­ 
ters develop into warty looking ulcers 
kill the chick and burn it. 


Better Than Red Variety. 


Several years* experimenting at the 
Iowa station indicates that, while 
sweet clover has much the same value 
for hogs as red clover, it is not go 
valuable as alfalfa pasture. 
When 
sow-n early in the Suring, sweet clover 
furnishes a fair quality of pasture 
the first season. 
In fact, Iowa results indicate that 
it is slightly superior to red claver. 
The second season,- however, the sweet 
clover tends to become wordy, even 
though a hay crop is taken off. 
Sweet clover is worth a trial for 
hog pasture, but in view of the pres­ 
ent high price of seed, and the su­ 
periority of alfalfa, we generally ad­ 
vise alfalfa.

Average Yield of 2,300 Quarts to Acre 
Can Be Expected, According to 
Government Estimate. 


A recent 
government 
publication 
states that under good management 
an average yield of 2,300 quarts of 
blackberries to the acre can he ex­ 
pected. 
Where the soil is deep and 
rich and the best moisture conditions 
are found this may be increased to 
5,000 quarts. The last federal census 
showed 
that 
approximately 
50,00t) 
acres were devoted 
to 
blackberry 
plantations in the country. 
In selecting a site for a blackberry 
plantation the most important con­ 
siderations are the moisture of the 
soil and the accessibility of a market 
The blackberry is a tender fruit, the 
keeping qualities of which are serious­ 
ly affected by jarring 
over 
rough 
roads. 
It is, moreover, essential that 
the berries should be placed on the 
market as quickly as possible after 
they are picked if they are to com­ 
mand a good price. The best land Is 
a deep, fine, sandy loam with a large 
supply of humus and abundant mois­ 
ture at the ripening season. 
The earlier the plant© are set the 
larger the proportion that will live 
apd the better their growth. 
The 
roots should be set deeply, for the 
canes break easily 
if 
the 
crowns 
project above the surface 
of

ground. The tops should be cut back 
to six inches or so in length.
